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A  Word  From  The  Rabbi 

It  was  a  little  frightening  to  read  an  article  last 
year  in  the  London  Jewish  Chronicle  by  Vernon 
Bogdanor  regarding  anti-Semitism. 

There  have  been  anti-Semitic  outbreaks  in  Ger¬ 
many,  but  there  is  no  need  to  worry  for  the  Ger¬ 
man  government  has  made  it  clear  that  it  stands 
four-square  with  the  Jewish  community  in  stamp¬ 
ing  out  racism.  “I  know  that  the  large  majority  of 
the  German  people  consider  themselves  on  your 
side  in  this  battle,”  declares  the  president  of  a 
provincial  parliament.  The  Minister  of  Justice 
points  out  that  the  leading  anti-Jewish  party  has 
only  secured  2%  of  the  vote.  There  is  no  danger. 

There  is  just  one  problem.  These  words  and 
speeches  are  from  1928! 

All  too  often  Jews  and  others  have  argued  that 
European  anti-Semitism  is  something  from  the 
past.  “We  are  not  in  the  Middle  Ages”  declared 
French  Jews  at  the  time  of  the  Dreyfus  Affair. 

After  the  First  World  War  it  had  been  a  product 
of  the  Kaiser’s  autocracy.  When  the  horrors  of 
World  War  II  were  over  there  would  be  another 
Golden  Age. 

Often  Jewish  leaders  put  their  faith  in  education 
or  the  law.  Yet  this  too  was  ineffective.  Banning 
the  Nazis  in  Prussia  in  the  1 920’s  only  helped 
them  gam  strength. 

It  is  also  an  illusion  that  anti-Semitism  can  be 
defeated  by  rational  argument  or  that  one  out¬ 
break  inoculates  against  another.  History  has 
shown  this  not  to  be  so. 

Can  the  liberal  decent-minded  governments  of 
Europe  guarantee  that  their  Jewish  citizens  will 
be  able  to  live  in  safety  for  the  foreseeable 
future?  The  only  answer  must  be  that  they  can¬ 
not.

Lag  B’Omer 

Lag  B’Omer  occurs  on  the  33rd  day  after  the 
second  day  of  Passover,  during  the  seven  week 
Sefira  (“counting”)  period  between  Passover  and 
Shavuot.  It  begins  on  Thursday  evening,  April 
28th  and  continues  on  Friday,  April  29th. 

A  blessing  is  recited  each  night  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  evening  service.  The  word  lag  is  an 
acronym  made  up  of  the  two  Hebrew  letters, 
lammed  and  gimmel,  which  have  a  numeric  value 
of  33. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  Lag  B’Omer  because 
according  to  the  Talmud  (Yevamot  62b)  a  plague 
that  had  struck  down  many  thousands  of  Rabbi 
Akiba’s  students  abated  on  Lag  B’Omer.  Because 
of  this  event,  Lag  B’Omer  also  has  been  called 
Scholar’s  Day. 


There  is  a  New  Shabbat  Service 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  — 
the  Hashkama  Service 

Started  a  couple  of  months  ago  and  taking 
place  up  until  Passover,  the  new  Shabbat  Ser¬ 
vice  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue — the 
Hashkama  Service — from  7:30  to  9  A.M. 
every  other  Saturday  grew  from  the  mini¬ 
mum  number  of  people  required  to  a  substan¬ 
tial  size.

A  graduate  of  Vassar  College  and  the  University 
of  Virginia  School  of  Law,  Ms.  Fairstein  joined 
the  New  York  District  Attorney's  office  in 
November,  1972,  working  first  under  Frank 
Hogan  and  then  under  Robert  Morgenthau.  the 
present  district  attorney  who  set  up- the  first  sex 
crimes  prosecution  unit  in  the  country  in  1974. 
Emulated  in  most  other  major  cities.  New  York’s 
SCPU  has  had  extraordinary  success  in  prosecut¬ 
ing  these  violent  crimes. 

Ms.  Fairstein  was  the  lead  prosecutor  in  the  case 
of  the  People  vs.  Robert  Chambers,  popularly 
known  as  the  "Preppie  Murder  Case."  The  cases 
involving  the  "Midtown  Rapist"  and  the  "Central 
Park  Jogger”  brought  her  national  attention. 

In  her  recently  published  book,  Ms.  Fairstein 
calls  rape  a  crime  of  sexual  violence  and  details 
the  prosecution  of  several  cases.  “To  he  part  of  a 
process  that  is  attempting  to  achieve  justice  for 
crimes  in  which  that  result  was  long  denied,  and 
to  practice  law  in  a  field  where  legislation  and 
attitudes  are  still  constantly  evolving,  is  a  rich 
reward  and  confirms  all  the  ideals  I  held  when  I 
wanted  to  enter  public  service,”  she  writes.
